loſophets;; I'think us loſers in no other 
ſenſe, then a tree is, when it's gaudy 
flouriſh- tipens into ſach fruit as can 
both pleaſe: the relliſh ;-2nd feed che 
body, It may be, a Philoſopher may 
forget by his ſolicade whether to give 
a Lady his-right or left hand , bur if 
in his (olicude he hath learn'd to know 
what is tight or wrong in her or his own 
aRions, T-think ſhe eſteem him 
G much the more , and he is by much 
the more happier. * And if the world 
conclude him improven, who in learn- 
ing how to order an Army, hath fo

contemplarion of a Deiry and it's pro- 
duRtions, 
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to publick Employment, 
duftions , as not tocare to adore theſe 


mortal goddeſles, except for whom the 
preſſers of this objeftion have lictle or 
no deyotion, being rather devoted ſer- 
vants to thefe, then deygut ſervants to 
the Almighty : and how can that ſoul 
ruſt which is in continual exerciſe , as 
theſe of Philoſophers are? And this is 
moreto be feared in (uch,as by living in 
publick are ſtill buſted , and yet idle : 
tor, may not we be buſie in ſoliciting for 
unneceſſary fayours to others, in receiv- 
ing and paying viſits, in driving on un- 
neceſſary fations, and yet our ſouls 


- contra a ruſt , whoſe cancker may 


make it at laſt moulder away to no- 
thing? For, what ſhare can our ſouls 
take in ſuch aQions,wherein it hath no 
other concernment then ſuch as a man 
hath in the motions of his enemies ? 
Let us then admire 2 ny (noble 
Celador ) ſeing to it religious perſons 
flee when they would ſeek Gops face 
ſick men when they would ſeek 
health : here States-men find thei: 
plots, learn'd men their knowledge,

Poets their ſublime fancies, Tn ſoli- 
tude , neſtle the greateſt of Saints ; 
in publick,range the greateſt of Sinners, 
to the cne we owe the beſt of inven- 
rions, to the ather the worſt of 
cheats, 

Having thus raiſ'd ' this pitiful! 
ftruQure ro i'ts Cape-ſtone, I reſolve 
to furniſh it with theſe rwo Land- 
Skips ; the one of ſolitade,the other of 
Greatneſs, 

WhenT come to repreſent ſolitude, 
I muſt confeſs that it's adyantages are 


ſo great,as that if avy thing can ſurpaſs , 


them, 1t muſt be the eſteem TI have of 
them, And far contriving it's Land- 
Skip, I repreſent to my ſelf PGnintws 
Metin poſthumizs,that noble Roman, 
who having been brought from his 
plough ro govern that great City, did 
after he had conquer'd it's enemies, re- 
turn to his former employment , and 
being ready ro leave them , call'd for a 
ballance, and by purring the faſces ( or 
marks of Authority) in one ſcale, 
and his plough in the other , did ler 
them 
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them ſee, thar theſe Imperial Enſigns 
were the- far lighter, Not far from 
him,I repreſent Timon the noble Athe- 
nian,and G er ſon Chancellour of Fraxce, 
who ſtary'd after they had ſpent 
their eſtates in complement and li- 
berality z exclaiming againſt all pub- 
lick perſons as perfidious , and friends 
( as they found ) roa mans fortune,but 
not to himſelf, Here Diogenes under- 
valnes ſo far all Alexanders preſents, as 
to prefer one ſight of the Sun to all 
that he could command , who com- 
manded all that the Sun ſhin'd upon : 
and there Fiacre, that illuſtrious Scor, 
refuſes to return from his Hermitage 
to receive the Crown of his Anceſtors. 
Here lurks St, Ferom , laughing in the 
midſt of his own torments at the fo'- 
lies of the world : and there the great 
Conſtantine bewails with tears the 
want of ſolitude, and the multitude 
df theſe diſtrations , which though 


they did not extingpiſh, yet did diſturb 


his devotions, Below theſe ſtands. 2 
Countrey-gentleman, admiring the

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folly of a Yeneti4» Embaſſador, for bes 
ing vext to death , becauſe he was at a 
feſtival plac'd upon 2 ſtool,and nor up- 
on a chair z and ſmiling ro fee a Bu{- 
fan Embaſſador, who could not ſtep 
(though very ſound) till he was led by 
two attendants; and to hear of the 
Emperour and Turks Embgſſadours, 
who at their laſt meeting , behov'd 
like ewo Pendula's Clocks, either 
to ſet their paces equally , or elſe nor 
to be repured juſt, Repreſene to 
your ſelf rich Valleys, where the libe- 
ral ſoyl needs neicher be bryb'd by 
yearly acceſhons,nor courted with nice 
attendance , nor torn by inſtruments 
(as inCiry-gardens ) betore ie will be- 
ſtow any thing upon. it's Maſters , bur 
without keeping cloſe doors ( as theſe 
do) keeps an open houſe to all paſſen- 
gers for herbs and floures of all taſtes 
and liveries, . Here the Nightingale 
1s conſtrain'd&-ro ſtay without any other 
cage,then that of, the native pleaſures 
of the place; an? here the Sun looks 
trom morning to night with a pleaſing 
countenance 
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to publick Employment, 
countenance , ypon the off-{pring of 
his own beams , neither c with 
ſmoak , nor ingercepted by angles of 
falling houſes ; and theſe, in effect, dif- 
fer from Gardens , but as Proſe trom 
Meeter , where the materials aze oft- 
crimes richer , though the contriyance 
be not fo artificial, Here the levelling, 
though aſpiring, trees, lay their heads 
together, ts protect ſuch as ſeek ſhel- 
ter under their well-cloath'd branches : 
and the Criſtal-ſtreams run lowly and 
turn many windings , 25 it by that and 
their quiet murmurings, they would 
expreſs an ages op to leave (o 
pleaſanc a field ; and in token of their 
thankfulneſs, do in a generous manner 
( becauſe without ſhewing how) enrich 
freely the neighbouring Lands , and 
draws to their Maſter his picture in one 
inſtant , without putting him to the 
painsof frequent orlong fitting , be- 
yond all the $kill of Yandyck or Angelo;
